School Lunches 
To Feel Pinch 
Under Ford Plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Ford 
administration’s p rop osal to eliminate 
school lu nch su bsidies for all bu t the 
neediest children cou ld mean a 24 p er 
cent drop in the nu mber of stu dents 
bu y ing lu nch at school, gov ernment 
ex p erts say . 
The p lan to trim $6 00 million from 
federal child nu trition sp ending nex t 
y ear also cou ld mean that children 
from more afflu ent families wou ld 
hav e to p ay an additional $1.05 a week 
to eat at schools. 
Federal su bsidies eq u al to 21 cents a 
lu nch now benefit all stu dents and are 
p art of a federal p rogram that will cost 
more than $1.9 billion this y ear. The 
p rogram is ex p ected to cost nearly $2.3 
billion nex t y ear, according to the 
Agricu ltu re Dep artment. 
The ex isting su bsidies consist of a 
half dozen child nu trition p rograms 
which carry sp ecific federal p ay ment 
formu las. 
In a mov e to sav e money , the Ford 
administration is u rging that this 
sy stem be discarded and a sy stem of 
“block grants" be su bstitu ted. These 
grants wou ld be offered to the states to 
continu e school lu nch aid for needy 
children, which are defined as 
members of families falling below 
federal p ov erty lev els. 
If the states choose to continu e 
su bsidizing m eals for nonneedy 
children, they wou ld hav e to p rov ide 


the money from other sou rces, ac­ 
cording to A ssistant A gricu ltu re 
Secretary Richard E. Feltner. 


If Congress ap p rov es the p lan and if 
the states do not make u p for the 
redu ced federal share, school lu nch 
enrollments cou ld drop 24 p er cent to 
arou nd 19 million nex t y ear from more 
than 25 million children now. ac­ 
cording to Agricu ltu re Dep artment 
stu dies. 
Other 
p rogram s 
sp ecifically 
eliminated by the consolidated grant 
p lan inclu de sp ecial milk serv ings for 
school children, school breakfasts, 
su mmer feeding p rograms and sp ecial 
su p p lemental food assistance for low- 
ineome mothers and infants. 
The p rop osal has met with con­ 
siderable congressional resistance. 
Feltner said the block grants wou ld 
enable states to p rov ide one-third of a 
needy stu dent’s recommended daily 
nu trition allowance for 225 day s a 
y ear. He said that is eq u al to the entire 
school y ear — less v acations and 
weekends — and for the su mmer 
feeding months. 
In Janu ary , according to the 
dep artm ent, 25.2 m illion children 
p articip ated in school lu nch p rograms. 
Of those, 9 .9 million — nearly 40 p er 
cent — were needy children who re­ 
ceiv ed meals free or at a lowcost 
max imu m of 20 cents p er meal.

(AP) - “She got 
to see her dream didn’t she?" asked 
Heidi Biggs’ mother. “She got to see 
Hawaii." 


Fou rteen-y ear-old Heidi died of 
cancer Su nday , less than an hou r after 
she was carried on a stretcher from a 
p lane retu rning her home from 
Honolu lu . 
Terminally ill with a rare form of the 
disease, the trip had been her secret 
wish — the dream of a dy ing girl from 
a welfare family . 


Her mother, Mrs. Lu cille Biggs, said 
that at the end Heidi asked one thing 
more: She wanted to say goodby to her 
y ou nger brother and sister. Bu t she 
died as the ambu lance ru shed her 
home to them.

The N ational W eather Serv ice 
rep orted early today that tem ­ 
p eratu res in some p ortions of the 
region had dip p ed below freezing. 
Ex tended forecasts p redicted tem ­ 
p eratu res throu ghou t the area wou ld 
fall below the freezing p oint later in the 
day cau sing some damage to tobacco 
and p each crop s in the area. 


Unseasonably low temp eratu res in 
northern Florida lingered near the 
freezing 
p oint, 
while 
sou thern 
Floridians enjoy ed su nny skies and 
mid-6 0 degree temp eratu res. 
Elsewhere, fair weather continu ed 
in sou th central Tex as where tem ­ 
p eratu res were ex p ected to ap p roach 
the 70 degree mark. Below zero tem ­ 
p eratu res were recorded in some 
p ortions of the Up p er Mississip p i 
Valley . 
Light snow was rep orted in scattered 
sections of u p state New York, northern 
Indiana, West Virginia and Wy oming, 
while clou dy skies cov ered the Pacific 
Coast northw ard from northern 
California to sou thern Canada. 
Temp eratu res early today ranged 
from 1 at International Falls, Mont., to 
6 8 at Corp u s Christi, Tex . and Key 
West, Fla.

Her mother said that the girl's faith 
su stained her throu gh the chemical 
therap y that disfigu red her and 
throu gh the p ain that nev er left. 
“I p ray and I believ e,” Heidi said 
last Christmas. “ I believ e that if 1 die 
I’ll be with God and I’ll be safe with 
Him." 


An Associated Press story abou t her 
final C hristm as tou ched Ru ssell 
Penny , a Canadian bu sinessman in 
Su dbu ry , Ontario. He flew to Bellev ille 
to meet Heidi. 
She told him what she had told no one 
else: 
she 
had 
seen a 
telev ision 
trav elogu e abou t Hawaii and it was a 
p lace she secretly dreamed of seeing. 
Penny help ed organize a tru st fu nd 
for the trip and p eop le from all ov er 
the cou ntry contribu ted. 
On Feb. 15, with $2,400 collected, 
Heidi and her mother left for Hawaii. 
They p lanned to stay a week, bu t after 
enou gh money was contribu ted for 
Randy Hillman to join them, they 
stay ed longer. Hillman was Mrs. 
Biggs’ last hu sband and Heidi thou ght 
of him as her step father. 
Mrs. Biggs said Heidi had 2lt day s in 
the su n before she su ffered a collap sed 
lu ng, was confined to bed and fell into 
deliriu m. 
“She told me, ‘Mama, I hu rt so bad. I 
hu rt so bad I wish I was dead.’ I got her 
to recite the 23rd Psalm with me. She 
cou ldn’t talk. She said the words in her 
head. She nodded when she finished a 
line. 
“I think she knew it was her time," 
Mrs. Biggs said. “ All she was waiting 
for was to get home again. She lay in 
my arms all night on the p lane. I knew 
she was near the end. She almost made 
it home." 
Penny , who met the p lane, said “ I’m 
comp letely shattered. I felt so close to 
her." 
“She’s not dead," Mrs. Biggs said. 
“She might hav e p assed away , bu t 1 
know where she’s at. A lot of p eop le 
don’t know where their kids are. Bu t I 
know where Heidi’s at. God has got 
her. She’s with God. I’m p ositiv e of 
that.”

Jam es A. Rhodes req u ested 
for Ohio’s Ju ne 3 p rimary ballot are 
ex p ected to get floor action in the 
legislatu re today . 
Sp ecu lation 
rem ained 
high, 
howev er, on whether the Democrat- 
controlled assembly will meet Wed­ 
nesday ’s deadline for legislativ e ap ­ 
p rov al. Rifts within Democratic ranks 
cou ld sidetrack at least the $2.5 billion 
bond issu e Rhodes is asking mostly for 
dev elop ment of Ohio’s ru n down core 
c ity areas. A Rhodes p lan for indu s­ 
trial tax breaks also seems in trou ble. 
The Hou se Way s and Means Com­ 
mittee, which recommended ap p rov al 
last week of the $2.5 billion bond issu e, 
left in the measu re a p rop osed sev en 
tenths of an increase in the fou r p er 
cent sales tax . It wou ld finance the 
bonds ov er the nex t 30 y ears. 
Desp ite objections of Clev eland 
Democrats, attemp ting to win v oter 
ap p rov al in Ju ne of a local sales tax 
boost, the committee kep t the sales tax 
instead of rep lacing it with an income 
tax increase as was p rop osed, not only 
the Hou se bu t the Senate as well. 
Sp eaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., D-89 
New Boston, ex p lained the dicision by 
say ing Rhodes serv ed notice he wou ld 
withdraw his su p p ort if the legislatu re 
p rop osed increasing the income tax . 
The sp eaker also said any drastic 
rev isions wou ld make the issu e a 
Democratic p rop osition, rather than 
one by the Rep u blican gov ernor. 
Riffe said he p lanned to call a 
meeting of the Ru les Committee today 
to schedu le a Hou se floor v ote for this 
afternoon. It wou ld join another ballot 
p rop osals already on the Monday 
calendar, an amendment letting the 
state issu e rev enu e bonds for hou sing, 
nu rsing homes, and senior citizen cen­ 
ters. The latter’s ap p rov al ap p arently 
hinges on floor amendments intended 
to 
ov ercom e 
op p osition 
from 
Rep u blicans. They p rotested changes 
made in a Hou se committee. 
At the same time, the Senate called 
for floor action on Rhodes’ p rop osed 
transp ortation bond issu e—trimmed 
from the $1.6 billion asked by Rhodes 
down to $1 billion. Majority Democrats 
also cu t the length of the trans­ 
p ortation bonds from 30 y ears down to 
20. The gov ernor’s call for a nine- 
tenths of a cent increase in the gasoline 
tax remained in the measu re as it left 
committee. 
Rhodes’ final p rop osition, au thority 
for the legislatu re to grant major tax 
breaks to indu stries ex p anding or 
locating in inner cities, remained in 
the Senate Way s and Means Com­ 
mittee. A su bcommittee scaled down 
the p rop osal sharp ly from the 30-y ear 
tax rep riev es the gov ernor req u ested. 
It comes u p for fu rther discu ssions in 
the committee this afternoon. 
The gov ernor’s ballot p ackage is 
ex p ected to dominate this week’s 
activ ities, bu t a handfu l of other

Careful Shoppers Find Price Declines

Consu mers who kep t a carefu l ey e on 
which items they p u rchased fou nd 
lower p rices at the grocery store 
du ring Febru ary , according to an As­ 
sociated Press su rv ey which showed 
sales on p rotein-rich beef and eggs. 
Shop p ers who wanted nonfood items 
su ch as lau ndry detergent or fabric 
softener were ou t of lu ck. So were 
some p eop le with a sweet tooth: the 
p rice of granu lated su gar declined or 
stay ed steady , bu t the cost of chocolate 
chip cookies increased. 
The AP drew u p a random list of 15 
commonly p u rchased food and nonfood 
items, checked the p rices on March 1, 
1973 in a su p ermarket in each of 13 
cities and has rechecked at the start of 
each su cceeding month. 
Among the findings in the latest 
su rv ey : 
—The marketbasket bill declined in 
nine cities du ring Febru ary and in­ 
creased in fo ur. Ov er-all, there was an 


av erage drop of nine-tenths ot a p er 
cent du ring the month. In Janu ary , the 
bill declined in sev en cities and was u p 
in six . 
—The m arketbasket bill was u p an 
av erage of 34 p er cent in the two-y ear 
p eriod that ended March 1. Six teen p er 
c e :' of the increase came in the last 12 
moi.u .s. 
—The biggest sav ings in Febru ary 
came at the ,eef cou nter. The p rice of 
a p ou nd of chop p ed chu ck declined at 
the su rv ey su p ermarket in eight cities, 
down an av erage of 17 p er cent. The 
p rice was u p in two cities and u n­ 
changed in three. At the start of this 
month, the p rice of chop p ed chu ck was 
lower than it was a y ear ago in ev ery 
city checked. Increased beef su p p lies 
are credited with cau sing the drop . 
—The p rice of a fiv e-p ou nd bag of 
granu lated su gar decreased in six 
cities, stay ed the same in six and was 
u p in only one — Chicago. The declines 
reflect recent drop s in wholesale 
p rices that occu rred becau se of su p p ly 


bu ildu p s. The p resident of the National 
Association of Food Chains, Clarence 
Adamy , said Friday that the American 
< onsu mer was the hero of the su gar 
p rice drop . Consu mers refu sed to bu y 
when p rices reached $3 or more for 
fiv e p ou nds and the p rice for a 14‘a 
ou nce bag was more than $1 at the 
start of March. Part of the reason for 
the 
increase 
is that the cookies 
reaching the shelv es now were 
manu factu red with su gar p u rchased 
before the p rice started to decline. 


—Eggs drop p ed m p rice in 10 cities, 
continu ing the downward trend that 
started last y ear. 


<—I su ndry detergent increased in 
p rice in eight cities, u p an av erage of 6 
p er cent. Part of the boost is du e to 
higher costs for ingredients that hav e a 
p etroleu m base. 
Gov ernment economists and 
in­ 
du stry sp okesmen p redict food costs 
generally will continu e rising for the 
first half of this y ear, althou gh at a 


slower rate than last y ear. They are 
hop ing that p rices will start to decline 
in the second half of 1975 if harv ests 
are as large as anticip ated. 


Prices p aid to farmers hav e been 
drop p ing steadily , bu t retailers say 
they are u nable to p ass the sav ings on 
to the consu mer becau se of high costs 
for nonfood items su ch as trans­ 
p ortation and labor. 


The U.S. Dep artment of Agricu ltu re 
said Friday that the index of p rices 
farmers get for their p rodu cts drop p ed 
4 p er cent from Jan. 15 to Feb. 15. It 
was the fou rth straig ht m onthly 
decline and the dep artment said that 
farm p rices on Feb. 15 were 17 p er cent 
below a y ear earlier. 


A look at the ov er-all nu mber of 
items in the AP su rv ey showed abou t 
the same p ercentage of increases 
du ring Janu ary and Febru ary . Here 
are the p ercentages of increases and 
decreases:

The day of the week on which the 
check was made v aried dep ending on 
the month. Standard brands and sizes 
were u sed when av ailable. If the 
req u ested size and brand was not 
av ailable on March 1, 19 73, a com­ 
p arable su bstitu te was selected. Items 
temp orarily ou t of stock on one of the 
su rv ey dates being comp ared were not 
inclu ded in the ov er-all total. 
The AP did not attemp t to comp are 
actu al p rices from city to city — to say , 
foi ex amp le, that cookies cost more in 
one area than another. The only 
• omp arisons were made in terms of 
p ercentages of increase or decrease — 
say ing a p articu lar item went u p 10 p er 
cent in one city and 6 p er cent in 
another. 
The U.S. Dep artment of Agricu ltu re 
marketbasket issu ed each month is 


based on a comp lex set of statistics. It 
inclu des 65 retail items of U.S. farm- 
p rodu ced foods in am ou nts that 
theoretically cou ld su p p ly a hou sehold 
of 3.2 p ersons for one y ear. The 
dep artm ent, which draws on in­ 
formation from 1,500 su p ermarkets in 
comp iling its rep ort, say s the figu res 
do not corresp ond to actu al family food 
sp ending and are u sed mainly to 
illu strate changes in costs. 


The items on the AP checklist w ere: 
chop p ed chu ck, center cu t p ork chop s, 
frozen orange ju ice concentrate, 
coffee, p ap er towels, bu tter, Grade-A 
mediu m white eggs, creamy p eanu t 
bu tter, lau ndry detergent, fabric 
softener, tomato sau ce, chocolate chip 
cookies, milk, all-beef frankfu rters 
and granu lated su gar. 


The cities checked were:

Federal subsidies equal to 21 cents a 
lunch now benefit all students and are 
part of a federal program that will cost 
more than $1.9 billion this year. The 
program is expected to cost nearly $2.3 
billion next year, according to the 
Agriculture Departm ent. 
The existing subsidies consist of a 
half dozen child nutrition program s 
which carry specific federal paym ent 
form ulas. 
In a move to save money, the Ford 
adm inistration is urging that this 
system be discarded and a system of 
“block grants’’ be substituted. These 
grants would be offered to the states to 
continue school lunch aid for needy 
c h ild ren , w hich a re defined as 
m em bers of fam ilies falling below 
federal poverty levels. 
If the states choose to continue 
subsidizing m eals 
for nonneedy 
children, they would have to provide 


the money from other sources, ac­ 
cording to A ssistan t A g riculture 
Secretary Richard E. Feltner. 


If Congress approves the plan and if 
the states do not m ake up for the 
reduced federal share, school lunch 
enrollm ents could drop 24 per cent to 
around 19 million next year from more 
than 25 million children now, ac­ 
cording to Agriculture Departm ent 
studies. 
O ther 
p ro g ram s 
sp ecifically 
elim inated by the consolidated grant 
plan include special milk serv ings for 
school children, school breakfasts, 
sum m er feeding program s and special 
supplem ental food assistance for low- 
income m others and infants. 
The proposal has m et with con­ 
siderable congressional resistance. 
Feltner said the block grants would 
enable states to provide one-third of a 
needy student’s recommended daily 
nutrition allowance for 225 days a 
year. He said th at is equal to the entire 
school year — less vacations and 
weekends — and for the sum m er 
feeding months. 
In J a n u a ry , acco rd in g 
to the

Biggs’ last husband and Heidi thought 
of him as her stepfather. 
Mrs. Biggs said Heidi had 2M> days in 
the sun before she suffered a collapsed 
lung, w as confined to bed and fell into 
delirium . 
“She told me, ‘M ama, I hurt so bad. I 
hurt so bad I wish I was dead.’ I got her 
to recite the 23rd Psalm with me. She 
couldn’t talk. She said the words in her 
head. She nodded when she finished a 
line. 
“ I think she knew it was her tim e,” 
Mrs. Biggs said. “All she was waiting 
for was to get home again. She lay in 
my arm s all night on the plane.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Three of 
the four bond issue-tax hike proposals 
GOP Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes requested 
for Ohio’s June 3 prim ary ballot are 
expected to get floor action in the 
legislature today. 
S peculation 
rem ain ed 
high, 
however, on whether the Democrat- 
controlled assem bly will meet Wed­ 
nesday’s deadline for legislative ap­ 
proval. Rifts within Democratic ranks 
could sidetrack at least the $2.5 billion 
bond issue Rhodes is asking mostly for 
development of Ohio’s run down core 
city areas. A Rhodes plan for indus­ 
trial tax breaks also seem s in trouble. 
The House Ways and Means Com­ 
m ittee, which recommended approval 
last week of the $2.5 billion bond issue, 
left in the m easure a proposed seven 
tenths of an increase in the four per 
cent sales tax. It would finance the 
bonds over the next 30 years. 
D espite objections of C leveland 
Dem ocrats, attem pting to win voter 
approval in June of a local sales tax 
boost, the com m ittee kept the sales tax 
instead of replacing it with an income 
tax increase as was proposed, not only 
the House but the Senate as well. 
Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., D-89 
New Boston, explained the dicision by 
saying Rhodes served notice he would 
withdraw his support if the legislature 
proposed increasing the income tax. 
The speaker also said any drastic 
revisions would make the issue a 
Dem ocratic proposition, rather than 
one by the Republican governor. 
Riffe said he planned to call a 
meeting of the Rules Committee today 
to schedule a House floor vote for this 
afternoon. It would join another ballot 
proposals already on the Monday 
calendar, an am endm ent letting the 
state issue revenue bonds for housing, 
nursing homes, and senior citizen cen­ 
ters. The latte r’s approval apparently 
hinges on floor am endm ents intended 
to 
o v e rc o m e . 
opposition 
from 
Republicans. They protested changes 
m ade in a House committee. 
At the sam e tim e, the Senate called 
for floor action on Rhodes’ proposed 
transportation bond issue—trim m ed 
from the $1.6 billion asked by Rhodes 
down to $1 billion. Majority D em ocrats 
also cut the length of the trans­ 
portation bonds from 30 years down to 
20. The governor’s call for a nine- 
tenths of a cent increase in the gasoline 
tax rem ained in the m easure as it left 
com m ittee. 
Rhodes’ final proposition, authority 
for the legislature to grant m ajor tax 
breaks to industries expanding or 
locating in inner cities, rem ained in 
the Senate Ways and Means Com­ 
m ittee. A subcom m ittee scaled down 
the proposal sharply from the 30-year 
tax reprieves the governor requested. 
It comes up for further discussions in 
the com m ittee this afternoon. 
The governor’s ballot package is

Careful Shoppers Find Price Declines

Consumers who kept a careful eye on 
which item s they purchased found 
lower prices at the grocery store 
during February, according to an As­ 
sociated Press survey which showed 
sales on protein-rich beef and eggs. 
Shoppers who wanted nonfood item s 
such as laundry detergent or fabric 
softener were out of luck. So were 
some people with a sweet tooth: the 
price of granulated sugar declined or 
stayed steady, but the cost of chocolate 
chip cookies increased. 
The AP drew up a random list of 15 
commonly purchased food and nonfood 
items, checked the prices on M arch I, 
1973 in a superm arket in each of 13 
cities and has rechecked at the sta rt of 
each succeeding month. 
Among the findings in the latest 
survey: 
—The m arketbasket bill declined in 
nine cities during February and in­ 
creased in four. Over-all, there was an 


average drop of nine-tenths of a per 
cent during the month. In January, the 
bill declined in seven cities and was up 
in six. 
—The m arketbasket bill was up an 
average of 34 per cent in the two-year 
period that ended March I. Sixteen per 
ce: 
'.ii .he increase cam e in the last 12 
moitu. j. 
—The biggest savings in February 
cam e a t the 
;ef counter. The price of 
a pound of chopped chuck declined at 
the survey superm arket in eight cities, 
down an average of 17 per cent. The 
price was up in two cities and un­ 
changed in three. At the start of this 
m onth, the price of chopped chuck was 
lower than it was a year ago in every 
city checked. Increased beef supplies 
are credited with causing the drop. 
—The price of a five-pound bag of 
granulated sugar decreased in six 
cities, stayed the sam e in six and was 
up in only one — Chicago. The declines 
reflect recent drops 
in 
wholesale 
prices th at occurred because of supply 


buildups. The president of the National 
Association of Food Chains, Clarence 
Adamy, said Friday that the Am erican 
consum er was the hero of the sugar 
price drop. Consumers refused to buy 
when prices reached $3 or m ore for 
five pounds and the price for a 1412 
ounce bag was more than $1 at the 
start of March. P art of the reason for 
the 
increase 
is 
that 
the 
cookies 
reach in g the shelves now w ere 
m anufactured with sugar purchased 
before the price started to decline. 


—Eggs dropped in price in IO cities, 
continuing the downward trend that 
started last year. 


<—lau n d ry detergent increased in 
price in eight cities, up an average of 6 
per cent. P art of the boost is due to 
higher costs for ingredients that have a 
petroleum base. 
Governm ent 
economists 
and 
in­ 
dustry spokesm en predict food costs 
generally will continue rising for the 
first half of this year, although at a 


slower rate than last year. They are 
hoping that prices will start to decline 
in the second half of 1975 if harvests 
are as large as anticipated. 


Prices paid to farm ers have been 
dropping steadily, but retailers say 
they are unable to pass the savings on 
to the consum er because of high costs 
for nonfood item s such as trans­ 
portation and labor. 


The U.S. D epartm ent of Agriculture 
said Friday that the index of prices 
farm ers get for their products dropped 
4 per cent from Jan. 15 to Feb. 15. It 
w as th e fourth stra ig h t m onthly 
decline and the departm ent said that 
farm prices on Feb. 15 were 17 per cent 
below a year earlier. 


A look at the over-all niunber of 
item s in the AP survey showed about 
the sam e percentage of increases 
during January and February.

The day of the week on which the 
check was m ade varied depending on 
the month.

Item s 
tem porarily out of stock on one of the 
survey dates being com pared were not 
included in the over-all total. 
The AP did not attem pt to com pare 
actual prices from city to city — to say, 
foi exam ple, that cookies cost more in 
one area than another. The only 
< omparisons were m ade in term s of 
percentages of increase or decrease — 
saying a particular item went up IO per 
cent in one city and 6 per cent in 
another. 
The U.S. Departm ent of Agriculture 
m arketbasket issued each month is 


based on a complex set of statistics. It 
includes 65 retail items of U.S. farm - 
produced foods in am ounts th a t 
theoretically could supply a household 
of 3.2 persons for one year. The 
d e p a rtm e n t, w hich draw s on in­ 
form ation from 1,500 superm arkets in 
compiling its report, says the figures 
do not correspond to actual family food 
spending and are used m ainly to 
illustrate changes in costs.

LONDON (AP) — Rescu ers inching 
their way throu gh the m angled 
wreckage of a su bway train in which 
p olice say at least 39 p ersons died 
rep orted today they sp otted the body of 
the engineer. 
Officials hop ed a p ost mortem on the 
remains of engineer Leslie Newson, 5 5 , 
wou ld determine whether he had a 
heart attack or some other seizu re that 
cou ld hav e cau sed Ix indon’s worst 
su bway disaster last Friday . 
Rescu e workers clawed their way 
into the front car of the train late 
Su nday night, working no more than 20 
minu tes at a time becau se of p oisonou s 
fu mes and the 120-degree heat from 
arc lights. Some of the workers were 
ov ercome, and had to be help ed ou t of 
the tu nnel. 
Twenty -six 
bodies 
hav e 
been 
remov ed from the wreckage. Police 
said at least 13 others were in the front 
car. More than 8 0 p ersons were inju red 
in the ru sh-hou r accident, and three of 
them were still listed in grav e con­ 
dition early today . 
The train went p ast its last stop at 
the Moorgate station, in London’s 
financial district, at 35 miles an hou r 
and slammed into the end wall of the 
deadend tu nnel. 
The 5 0-foot-long front car was 
comp ressed into 10 feet. Newson’s tiny 
driv ing cabin was embedded in the 
wail. 
One doctor who wriggled into the 
front car told newsmen: “I hav e seen 
the lower p art of the driv er’s body . It is 
intact. I cou ld not see the top half be- 
' cau se of the wreckage, bu t it is 
p ossible that his body may be whole.” 
Inv estigators try ing to determine 
why the brakes of the train were not 
ap p lied 
are 
p hotograp hing 
and 
minu tely ex amining each p iece of 
wreckage. One of the driv ing controls 
known as the ‘‘dead m an’s handle” 
cou ld be the key to the crash. 
The handle, which controls p ower 
and emergency braking, is dep ressed 
by the driv er while the train is ru n­ 
ning.

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) - Shah 
Mohammed Reza Pahlev i has for­ 
mally tu rned Iran into a onep arty state 
with a decree dissolv ing the cou ntry ’s 
fou r p olitical p arties and making all 
his su p p orters members of a new- 
p arty . 
A p olitical sou rce said the 5 5 -y ear- 
old ru ler had decided the new setu p 
wou ld be “more realistic.” The reins 
of p ower remain firmly in his hands, 
where they hav e been for y ears, and no 
change in the gov erning of the cou ntry 
ap p eared in p rosp ect. 
The Shah annou nced in a broadcast 
Su nday that for “at least the nex t two 
y ears” the new National Resu rrection 
p arty wou ld be the only p olitical grou p 
allowed to op erate. Howev er, he said 
that members of the new p arty “will 
be able to form different factions.” 
The Shah told a news conference 
Prime Minister Amir Abass Hov eida 
wou ld be secretary -general of the new- 
p arty . He said all Iranians “who be­ 
liev e in the roy al regime, the Iranian 
constitu tion 
and 
the 
Iranian 
rev olu tion” wou ld au tom atically 
become members. 
The Shah added that a conv ention 
attended by rep resentativ es of the fou r 
ex isting p arties wou ld be held soon to 
officially bring the new p arty into 
being. 
The cou ntry ’s two major p arties, 
Hov eida’s Iran Nov in and the op ­ 
p osition Mardom, hav e had the same 
ideology and both su p p orted the Shah’s 
p rograms. Two other p arties, the Pan 
Iranist and Iranian, had only a few 
thou sand members each, and both also 
su p p orted the Shah. 
Observ ers said a one-p arty sy stem 
wou ld hav e less p otential for in­ 
stability . 
Meanwhile, the Shah’s v ast p owers 
continu e u nchanged. The M ajlis, 
Ira n’s p arliam ent, m eets at his 
p leasu re, and he has the p ower to 
ov erru le it and dissolv e it. He also 
makes all major p olicy decisions.

LONDON (AP) — Rescuers inching 
their way through the mangled 
wreckage of a subway train in which 
police say at least 39 persons died 
reported today they spotted the body of 
the engineer. 
Officials hoped a post mortem on the 
remains of engineer Leslie Newson, 55, 
would determine whether he had a 
heart attack or some other seizure that 
could have caused Ixjndon’s worst 
subway disaster last Friday. 
Rescue workers clawed their way 
into the front car of the train late 
Sunday night, working no more than 20 
minutes at a time because of poisonous 
fumes and the 120-degree heat from 
arc lights. Some of the workers were 
overcome, and had to be helped out of 
the tunnel. 
Twenty-six 
bodies 
have 
been 
removed from the wreckage. Police 
said at least 13 others were in the front 
car. More than 80 persons were injured 
in the rush-hour accident, and three of 
them were still listed in grave con­ 
dition early today. 
The train went past its last stop at 
the Moorgate station, in London’s 
financial district, at 35 miles an hour 
and slammed into the end wall of the 
deadend tunnel. 
The 50-foot-long front car was 
compressed into IO feet. Newson’s tiny 
driving cabin was embedded in the 
wall. 
One doctor who wriggled into the 
front car told newsmen: “ I have seen 
the lower part of the driver’s body. It is 
intact. I could not see the top half be- 
‘ cause of the wreckage, but it is 
possible that his body may be whole.” 
Investigators trying to determine 
why the brakes of the train were not 
applied are photographing 
and 
minutely examining each piece of 
wreckage. One of the driving controls 
known as the ‘‘dead man’s handle” 
could be the key to the crash. 
The handle, which controls power 
and emergency braking, is depressed 
by the driver while the train is run­ 
ning. The brakes come on when it is re­ 
leased. Some drivers have been known 
to disconnect the handle, complaining 
that it is uncomfortable to hold down. 
But subway officials said they did not 
believe this had happened.

Iran Into 
I -Party State 


TEHRAN, Iran (AP) - Shah 
Mohammed Reza Pahlevi has for­ 
mally turned Iran into a oneparty state 
with a decree dissolving the country’s 
four political parties and making all 
his supporters members of a new 
party. 
A political source said the 55-year- 
old ruler had decided the new setup 
would be ‘‘more realistic.” The reins 
of power remain firmly in his hands, 
where they have been for years, and no 
change in the governing of the country 
appeared in prospect. 
The Shah announced in a broadcast 
Sunday that for ‘‘at least the next two 
years” the new National Resurrection 
party would be the only political group 
allowed to operate. However, he said 
that members of the new party ‘‘will 
be able to form different factions.” 
The Shah told a news conference 
Prime Minister Amir Abass Hoveida 
would be secretary-general of the new 
party. He said all Iranians ‘‘who be­ 
lieve in the royal regime, the Iranian 
constitution 
and 
the 
Iranian 
revolution” would automatically 
become members. 
The Shah added that a convention 
attended by representatives of the four 
existing parties would be held soon to 
officially bring the new party into 
being. 
The country’s two major parties, 
Hoveida’s Iran Novin and the op­ 
position Mardom, have had the same 
ideology and both supported the Shah’s 
programs. Two other parties, the Pan 
Iranist and Iranian, had only a few 
thousand members each, and both also 
supported the Shah. 
Observers said a one-party system 
would have less potential for in­ 
stability. 
Meanwhile, the Shah’s vast powers 
continue unchanged. The Majlis, 
Iran’s parliament, meets at his 
pleasure, and he has the power to 
overrule it and dissolve it. He also 
makes all major policy decisions.

G raduation 
O f Paralyzed 
Student Near 


KANSAS CITY, Kan. (AP) - Dean 
W. Baesel has been paralyzed from the 
waist down after being shot during a 
liquor store holdup. But the third-year 
dental student says he will graduate 
even if he has to “ crawl through 
graduation.” 
Two masked men entered the liquor 
store where Baesel was working on 
Saturday and ordered him to lie on the 
floor. One of the men, armed with a 
handgun, straddled Baesel while the 
other emptied the cash register, ac­ 
cording to Ronald Jackson, chief of 
detectives for suburban Overland 
Park. 
Baesel was asked where the “other 
money” was kept, Jackson said. When 
he said there was no more money in 
the store, Jackson quoted the armed 
man as saying, “ I thought I told you to 
lie down.” Baesel said the armed man 
then shot him at close range between 
the shoulder blades. 
Baesel, 24, is hospitalized in serious 
condition here, paralyzed from the 
waist down by the bullet that struck his 
fourth vertebra and chopped away 
two-thirds of his spinal cord. 
“ He told his wife, Betsy, he would 
have to postpone an early graduation” 
from the University of Missouri- 
Kansas City Dental School, said his 
father, Dean E. Baesel. “ He said he 
would make it through dental school 
even if he had to crawl through 
graduation.” 
“The victim said he did exactly what 
he was told to do,” Jackson said. 
“ There was no reason for him to be 
shot. He couldn’t even have identified 
them. Personally, I think they meant 
to kill him.” 
Baesel had worked at the store two 
days a week and alternated weekend 
duty with other employes to defray his 
school costs.

proval and the governor signs it.

Since the late 1700s, when 
the 
average 
number 
of 
persons living in the same 
household was more than 5, 
the trend has been almost 
continuously toward smaller 
family units. It stabilized for a 
time following World War II at 
3.3 before beginning a slow 
decline again to the present 
2.97. 


Helping to lower the average 
are the increasing numbers of 
single 
people 
living 
alone. 
These include both the elderly 
and younger people who are 
waiting longer to settle into 
marriage. The trend also is

Presidential Pitch 


NEW YORK—The woods are full of 
Presidential candidates. Some of them 
are as anonymous as the authors of 
Polish jokes. But here, as a small 
footnote to history, is a pitch that 
failed. Most do, but few with names as 
memorable as these two: 
“Dear General MacArthur,” read a 
letter in precise longhand dated 14 
April, 1951, from the long-since extinct 
Ambassador Hotel in New York. 
‘‘Through the thoughtfulness and 
kindness of our mutual friend Gen. 
Julius Klein, I am hoping this letter 
may reach you,” it continued. “I am 
proud to have served with you and 
under you in World War II. I am very 
proud, as an American citizen, of the 
splendid record you have made in the 
Orient, since the term ination of 
hostilities. Joining untold millions of 
American citizens, I am thoroughly 
aroused at the events that have 
transpired in the past few days. (Ed. 
Note: President Truman’s cursory 
dismissal of MacArthur.) I only regret 
that I cannot join openly in expressing 
my righteous idignation. 
‘‘Like other good Americans, I am 
not only resentful of the very shabby 
treatment you have received per­ 
sonally, but far beyond that I am 
appalled at the implications and 
consequences that may affect our 
beloved country because of this act. 
“You have weathered many storms 
and crises in your long and ex­ 
ceptionally brilliant career, and have 
always come out on top. I feel that your 
leadership has just brought us thru the 
one 
great 
crisis, 
and 
that 
un­ 
fortunately you were not left to 
complete the job. I feel that leadership 
in our country, at the moment, is at a 
very low ebb. 
“You are beloved and revered by 
millions of good solid American 
citizens. These same citizens are 
hoping for someone to lead them out of 
the depths of despair, the uncertainty 
and frustration under which they now 
labor. Like them, I feel you know more 
about the Orient and the Orientals than 
any man in this country. Mayhaps the 
crisis we face at home is greater than 
the present crisis in the Orient. 
“They and I would rally to your 
banners if you would take on the 
stupendous task of leading us out of the 
fog now surrounding us. (Ed. Note: 
sounds familiar.) I trust you will 
consider it very carefully. I have 
talked to many able and stable 
citizens, and without exception they 
have the same hope. 
“The whole situation so completely 
parallels the early days in the Pacific, 
where in spite of all our pleadings we 
were getting practically nothing, 
although the only American forces 
really fighting, that the present 
situation is especially vivid to me. 
“I wanted you to know how right I 
think you are, and how proud I am to 
be your friend. I know you will never 
stop fighting when you think you are 
right, and I am so sure that you are one 
hundred per cent right. I am also sure 
that the opposition, or whatever you 
choose to call them (I am coming to 
the choice of ‘appeasers’) are one 
hundred per cent wrong.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) — There 
will be no “sacred cows” in the 
Senate’s investigation of the nation’s 
intelligence-gathering operations, 
according to Sen. Walter Huddleston, 
D-Ky. 
Huddleston, a member of the 
committee 
conducting 
the 
in­ 
vestigation, 
said 
in 
Cincinnati 
Saturday that the panel will look into 
the total scope of domestic intelligence 
gathering. 
“The committee is determined that 
it will not be a whitewash and that it 
will not be a witch hunt,” said Hud­ 
dleston, who was here to speak before 
an AFL-CIO conference on the 
economy. 
The Kentucky senator said the 
primary question before making in­ 
formation public would be whether it 
would severely jeopardize the nation’s 
security 
or 
future 
intelligence 
gathering. 
Huddleston said he had no precon­ 
ceived notion of what the committee 
would uncover, but said: 
“There is no question there is a lack 
of congressional oversight of the 
agencies — oversight that could have 
prevented much of the .alleged 
abuses.”

TERRE HAUTE, Ind. (AP) - A 
geyser of flames from a broken gas 
main forced firemen to maintain an 
overnight vigil in the aftermath of a 
major fire that threatened the heart of 
the downtown business section here 
Sunday.

Let it be 
known that I certainly believe that 
some assistance should be given to 
those that have been adversely af­ 
fected by the economic system. But if 
we get carried away with all kinds of 
socialistic plans to the point that they 
break down, then it is a question 
whether the Government itself can 
survive under our present system or 
whether we will be ripe for a dictator 
form of government.

I say that if everyone was taxed the 
same percentage, regardless of his or 
her income, that you woufd see the 
greatest boom this country has ever 
known. The loss from the “fat cats” 
would be minimal but the increase 
from the economy as a whole would be 
fantastic. A small price to pay for real 
prosperity. Don’t worry too much if 
your neighbor has a little more estate

Speaking O f Your Health

Before I was 
caught in the act, I learned more about 
my condition than anybody had told 
me before. 
Maybe it isn’t such a bad idea to let a 
patient in on the secrets that involve 
him and him alone.

Dear N.: 
Traditionally, patients arbitrarily 
have been separated from their charts. 
The reason was, of course, that 
patients unable to understand blood 
counts, X-ray reports, readings of 
tem perature, 
blood 
pressure, 
respiration and heart rate become 
confused and anxious. False con­ 
clusions drawn from reading their 
charts have created unnecessary fear 
in patients. 
There is now, however, a trend to 
permit some patients to review their 
charts under the guidance of their 
doctors in an effort to reduce anxiety. 
A group of doctors at the Medical 
Center Hospital of Vermont, in 
Burlington, believes that patients 


become more cooperative as their 
anxiety diminishes when they are 
allowed to examine their hospital 
records. 
These Vermont physicians en­ 
courage this added communication. 
They find “it does no harm and 
patients feel they are being treated as 
trusted adults.” 
Obviously, not all records can be 
made available to all patients. Doctors 
carefully evaluate the psychological 
threshold of their patients and the 
severity of their illnesses. In many 
instances, it is better to deliberately 
avoid giving the patient too much 
knowledge about serious problems.

I get severe heartburn. I know food can 
do it, but can tobacco give you heart­ 
burn?

Dr. Mehl McDowell, of the Ix>s 
Angeles School of Medicine, made this 
statement: “In my 25 years of practice 
it has not been unsual for smokers who 
gave up tobacco to report the loss of 
the chronic problem of heartburn.”

With the 94th Co ngress o nly six 
weeks o ld, 44 firearms co ntro l bills 
hav e already been intro duced. Almo st 
all o f them amo unt to further and mo re 
o bno x io us infringements o n 
o ur 
Co nstitutio nal right to keep and bear 
arms. 
Gun co ntro l can mean any thing y o u 
want it to . To the gun industry it means 
getting cheap o r fo reign guns o ff the 
market. 
To the 
Natio nal 
Rifle 
Asso ciatio n 
it 
means 
getting 
unreliable, back-firing “ dangero us’' 
guns o ff the market. To the po lice it 
means getting ev ery o ne else’s guns o ut 
o f the way . And to hard-line gun 
co ntro l enthusiasts it presumable 
means ro unding up so me 200-millio n 
guns in a natio nwide ho use-to -ho use 
search. 
The mo st difficult questio n fo r ad­ 
v o cates o f “ gun co ntro l” to answer is: 
“ Where hav e gun laws reduced 
crime? ” They can’t giv e a straight 
answer, fo r no city , no state, no r the 
Federal go v ernment has reco rded a 
decrease in crime as a result o f 
passing a law 
restricting priv ate 
o wnership o f firearms. 
Yet reduc tio n o f crime is the reaso n 
pro po unded fo r additio nal gun laws; 
lacking any ev idence o f the success o f 
such laws, and abundant ev idence o f 
their failure, the o nly way the ad­ 
v o cates can argue fo r registratio n, 
licensing 
o r 
pro hibitio n 
is 
by 
emo tio nalism — citing murder and 
may hem where guns were inv o lv ed — 
and by claiming that “ gun crimes” are 
reduced where guns are strictly 
c o ntro lled. This argument simply 
can’t be sustained by fact. 
A fundamental assumptio n o f tho se 
who suppo rt the driv e fo r stricter 
regulatio n o f firearms is the belief that 
easily av ailable weapo ns are a 
stimulus to crime and that absence o f 
the weapo ns wo uld significantly 
reduce criminal activ ity . It is my 
belief that few ho micides due to 
sho o ting co uld be av o ided merely if a 
firearm 
were 
no t 
immediately 
present, and that the o ffender wo uld 
select so me o ther weapo n to achiev e 
the same destructiv e go al. Any perso n 
intent upo n killing ano ther will find a 
way o r a 
gun. 
Vio lating a 
law 
pro hibiting po ssessio n o f a gun is no 
deterent to the perso n bent o n co m­ 
mitting murder o r ano ther serio us 
c rime. 
Ov erly restrictiv e gun co ntro l 
creates serio us inco nv eniences fo r 
law-abiding citizens and undermines 
their 
respect 
fo r 
the 
law. 
Any 
legislato n which wo uld interfer with 
and handicap as many as 5 0 millio n 
American gun o wners must be based 
upo n so lid facts, no t upo n suppo sitio ns, 
and upo n a reaso nable ex pectatio n 
that results in crime co ntro l can be 
o btained with a reso nable ex penditure 
o f effo rt. 
There is no deny ing that o ur natio n 
has 
a 
serio us 
crime 
pro blem. 
Po liticians are being pressured to do 
so mething abo ut it. The gun has 
beco me the co nv enient scapego at, and 
gun co ntro l the quick and easy “ an­ 
swer.” It is a particularly “ easy o ut” 
fo r the metro po litan liberal co m­ 
munity which is to tally unfamiliar 
with guns and their uses, and which 
lo o ks sco rnfully upo n the rural and 
small-to wn lifesty le which is still the 
basic pattern o f American life. They 
hav e no idea, fo r ex ample, that 
sidearms are widely used fo r hunting, 
pro tectio n in the field, and fo r target 
sho o ting. They hav e no co nceptio n o f a 
handgun’s use by law-abiding citizens 
to defend their ho mes and families 
fro m criminal assault. 
New Yo rk City has had o ne o f the 
stiffest gun laws o n the bo o ks fo r o v er 
half a century no w. Yet the rate o f 
crime in New Yo rk co ntinues to rise 
unchecked to the po int where 21 per 
cent o f all the armed ro bberies in the 
U.S. no w o ccur in that city . There are 
two lesso ns to be learned fro m New 
Yo rk’s ex perience with gun co ntro l: 1) 
Gun laws disarm the law-abiding 
citizens but no t the criminal, thus 
making crime easier and less risky , 
and 2) The enfo rcement o f gun laws tie 


up the v aluable time o f law o fficers 
who co uld o therwise be do ing their 
usual 
jo b o f 
inv estigating 
and 
prev enting crimes. 
On the o ther hand, states bo asting 
lax anti-gun laws such as So uth 
Dako ta, Orego n, Idaho , and Utah 
regularly register sharp decreases in 
firearm ho micides. In Chicago , the 
situatio n 
has 
been 
so mewhat 
analo go us. In 19 7 1, when ev ery 
Chicago an by law fo r three y ears had 
been required to register his firearms, 
there were mo re than twice as many 
murders by firearms as in 1965 when 
there was no gun registratio n law. 
The po tential v alue o f gun co ntro l is 
no t wo rth the co st. The danger here is 
that effectiv e gun co ntro l might co me 
at to o high a price, no t so much in 
mo ney as in liberty and priv acy . J ust 
as Pro hibitio n made the manufacture, 
hijacking and sale o f alco ho lic 
bev erages a mo st pro fitable un­ 
derwo rld 
business, 
the 
v irtual 
pro hibitio n o f handguns in such cities 
as Washingto n, D.C., New Yo rk and 
Chicago , already has made illicit gun- 
running remunerativ e to the ho o dlum 
element there. 
I v o ted against the Gun Co ntro l Act 
o f 1968 , and hav e co nsistently o ppo sed 
all subsequent legislatio n aimed at 
depriv ing Americans o .f their Seco nd 
Amendment rights. I shall co ntinue to 
o ppo se legislatio n at any lev el o f 
go v ernment, which is directed against 
the inanimate firearm rather than 
against the criminal m isuse o f 
firearms. 
In sum, I think the antigun co ntro l 
peo ple are right in their co ntentio n 
that “ When guns are o utlawed, o nly 
o utlaws will hav e guns.”

Dr. A. R. Mo o ssa, who will be 
principal inv estigato r under the 
co ntract, said, “ It is o bv io us that 
pancreatic carcino ma is diagno sed to o 
late in the v ast majo rity o f cases. A 
co ncentrated effo rt in early diagno sis 
is clearly indicated, since the disease 
ranks fo urth after lung, co lo n and 
rectal and breast cancer in mo rtality 
statistics. 


The research will be co o rdinated 
with similar NCI-funded studies at the 
May o Clinic in Ro chester, Minn., and 
the Slo an-Kettering Institute in New 
Yo rk.

With the 94th Congress only six 
weeks old, 44 firearms control bills 
have already been introduced. Almost 
all of them amount to further and more 
obnoxious infringements on our 
Constitutional right to keep and bear 
arms. 
dun control can mean anything you 
want it to. To the gun industry it means 
getting cheap or foreign guns off the 
m arket. 
To the 
National 
Rifle 
Association 
it 
means 
getting 
unreliable, back-firing “ dangerous” 
guns off the market. To the police it 
means getting everyone else’s guns out 
of the way. And to hard-line gun 
control enthusiasts it presumable 
means rounding up some 200-million 
guns in a nationwide house-to-house 
search. 
The most difficult question for ad­ 
vocates of “ gun control” to answer is: 
“ Where have gun laws reduced 
crim e?” They can’t give a straight 
answer, for no city, no state, nor the 
Federal government has recorded a 
decrease in crime as a result of 
passing a law restricting private 
ownership of firearms. 
Yet reduction of crime is the reason 
propounded for additional gun laws; 
lacking any evidence of the success of 
such laws, and abundant evidence of 
their failure, the only way the ad­ 
vocates can argue for registration, 
licensing 
or 
prohibition 
is 
by 
emotionalism — citing murder and 
mayhem where guns were involved — 
and by claiming that “ gun crimes” are 
reduced where guns are strictly 
controlled. This argument simply 
can’t be sustained by fact. 
A fundamental assumption of those 
who support the drive for stricter 
regulation of firearms is the belief that 
easily available weapons are a 
stimulus to crime and that absence of 
the weapons would significantly 
reduce criminal activity. It is my 
belief that few homicides due to 
shooting could be avoided merely if a 
firearm 
were 
not 
immediately 
present, and that the offender would 
select some other weapon to achieve 
the same destructive goal. Any person 
intent upon killing another will find a 
way or a gun. Violating a 
law 
prohibiting possession of a gun is no 
deferent to the person bent on com­ 
mitting murder or another serious 
(•rime. 
Overly restrictive gun control 
creates serious inconveniences for 
law-abiding citizens and undermines 
their 
respect 
for 
the 
law. 
Any 
legislaton which would interfer with 
and handicap as many as 50 million 
American gun owners must be based 
upon solid facts, not upon suppositions, 
and upon a reasonable expectation 
that results in crime control can be 
obtained with a resonable expenditure 
of effort. 
There is no denying that our nation 
has 
a 
serious 
crim e 
problem. 
Politicians are being pressured to do 
something about it. The gun has 
become the convenient scapegoat, and 
gun control the quick and easy “ an­ 
swer.” It is a particularly “ easy out” 
for the metropolitan liberal com­ 
munity which is totally unfamiliar 
with guns and their uses, and which 
looks scornfully upon the rural and 
small-town lifestyle which is still the 
basic pattern of American life. They 
have no idea, for example, that 
sidearms are widely used for hunting, 
protection in the field, and for target 
shooting. They have no conception of a 
handgun’s use by law-abiding citizens 
to defend their homes and families 
from criminal assault. 
New York City has had one of the 
stiffest gun laws on the books for over 
half a century now. Yet the rate of 
crime in New York continues to rise 
unchecked to the point where 21 per 
cent of all the armed robberies in the 
U.S. now occur in that city. There are 
two lessons to be learned from New 
York’s experience with gun control: I) 
Gun laws disarm the law-abiding 
citizens but not the criminal, thus 
making crime easier and less risky, 
and 2) The enforcement of gun laws tie 


up the valuable time of law officers 
who could otherwise be doing their 
usual 
job of 
investigating 
and 
preventing crimes. 
On the other hand, states boasting 
lax anti-gun laws such as South 
Dakota, Oregon, Idaho, and Utah 
regularly register sharp decreases in 
firearm homicides. In Chicago, the 
situation 
has 
been 
somewhat 
analogous. In 1971, when every 
Chicagoan by law for three years had 
been required to register his firearms, 
there were more than twice as many 
murders by firearms as in 1965 when 
there was no gun registration law. 
The potential value of gun control is 
not worth the cost. The danger here is 
that effective gun control might come 
at too high a price, not so much in 
money as in liberty and privacy. Just 
as Prohibition made the manufacture, 
hijacking and sale of alcoholic 
beverages a most profitable un­ 
derworld 
business, 
the 
virtual 
prohibition of handguns in such cities 
as Washington, D.C., New York and 
Chicago, already has made illicit gun­ 
running remunerative to the hoodlum 
element there. 
I voted against the Gun Control Act 
of 1968, and have consistently opposed 
all subsequent legislation aimed at 
depriving Americans of their Second 
Amendment rights. I shall continue to 
oppose legislation at any level of 
government, which is directed against 
the inanimate firearm rather than 
against the crim inal misuse of 
firearms. 
In sum, I think the antigun control 
people are right in their contention 
that “ When guns are outlawed, only 
outlaws will have guns.”

Pancreatic Cancer 
Diagnosis Studied 


CHICAGO (A P) - The University of 
Chicago has received a 
National 
Cancer Institute grant for $175,000 to 
study early diagnosis of pancreatic 
cancer. 


Jack Benny died of cancer of the 
pancreas in December, a week after 
the cancer was discovered by X-ray. 


Dr. A. R. Moossa, who will be 
principal investigator under the 
contract, said, “ It is obvious that 
pancreatic carcinoma is diagnosed too 
late in the vast majority of cases. A 
concentrated effort in early diagnosis 
is clearly indicated, since the disease 
ranks fourth after lung, colon and 
rectal and breast cancer in mortality 
statistics. 


The research will be coordinated 
with similar NCI-funded studies at the 
Mayo Clinic in Rochester, Minn., and 
the Sloan-Kettering Institute in New 
York.

last month they paid $82, 
In 1936 the Johnsons replaced their 
gasoline generator with a

propeller and a governor to maintain 
proper speed even in the strongest 
wind. 
The charger weighed 170 pounds and 
generated 650 watts of electricity, 
which was stored in glass storage 
batteries. 
"It was something new in this part of 
the country,” said Mrs. Elizabeth 
Johnson. “ Although many told us it 
wouldn’t work we were determined to 
try it anyway. 
“ We had a 45-foot windmill tower in 
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our yard, and we mounted it on top ot 
this tower. It would generate in any 
breeze of seven miles or more.

recalled, all light bulbs, small motors 
and household appliances could be 
bought in either 32 or 110 volts. The 
windcharger furnished enough power 
to operate the washer, iron, sweeper, 
radio, lights and various small electric 
motors in Oscar Johnson’s home 
workshop. 
“ In 1947 the war was over and the 
power company could get the wire to 
build us a line back our long lane, so we 
( hanged over,” said Mrs. Johnson.

manufactured 32-volt things.” “ The 
windcharger still stands atop its tower 
in our backyard to remind us of the 
good old days when our electricity was 
free as the wind. 


W EST PALM BEACH, Fla. f AP) -

alcoholism, may be joined by his wife 
in a family-oriented therapy program.

Ronald J. Catanzaro, director of the 
exclusive Palm Beach Institute, said 
Friday. “ It’s the whole fam ily’s 
problem because it shows a poorly 
functioning family.

Coast city. 
Catanzaro said at least one member 
of each patient’s family is usually 
admitted during the final two weeks of 
therapy. 
He would not say if Polly Mills would 
take part in the program but Mills’ 
aides have said that she would join her 
husband in Florida within the next 
several weeks. 
Catanzaro, a 46-year-old psychiatrist 
who specializes in treating alcoholism, 
said his “ familization therapy" pro­ 
gram costs $395 a week. The average 
patient stays eight weeks and is joined 
by a family member for the final two, 
for a total cost of $3,950. 
“ We serve mainly successful people 
from all walks of life,” Catanzaro 
said.“ Our people are bright and are in 
all age ranges, from teen-aged to the 
80s. 
“ We do not treat psychotic patients 
or the severely mentally ill. Our people 


suffer from alcoholism, drug ad­ 
diction, 
personality 
and 
fam ily 
problems.” 
Catanzaro claim s “ an informal 
follow-up” revealed that two-thirds of 
the 700 patients treated at the institute 
in the past four years showed no return 
uf symptoms for at least a year. 
The general idea is that when people 
come here they do not feel branded 
with mental problems They regard us 
as a family, not as a bad part of their 
lives,” he said. 
“ When people leave here, they learn 
a new way of life. Many have had new 
degrees of success far outreaching 
their previous success."

For Others To Be Nicer

PORTLAND, Ore. — “He’s made us 
all get out of our ruts and see another 
side of life,” says Mike Johnson’s 
foreman. 
Johnson was blinded and lost his 
right hand in Vietnam. But despite his 
handicaps, Johnson operates a drill 
press at a tool company. 
“When I’m feeling blah and I see this 
guy 
come 
into 
the 
lunch 
room 
whistling and singing and cracking 
jokes, well, I figure I’ve got a lot of 
appreciating to do,” said foreman Bill 
liewallen. 
In V ietnam , Johnson said, he 
“picked up a live grenade, that’s all. 
One of the guys ahead of me had a 
hand grenade in his belt and it fell off. I 
picked it up — involuntary reaction, I 
guess. 
“ I was going to throw it off into the 
surrounding rice paddies, but I didn’t 
quite make it.... 
“That’s the breaks, you know. You 
could get yourself blinded or have your 
arm taken off in an industrial accident 
or a car accident or anywhere else. It 
just happened that for me it was 


Vietnam and there was a war.” 
After V ietnam , the 26-year-old 
veteran com pleted tow years of 
machinist training at a local com­ 
munity college. Tile Portland Center 
for the Blind, a division of the Oregon 
Blind Commission, recommended him 
to Proto Tool Co., the Portland area 
firm that hired him. 


“He’s the first blind person we’ve 
hired — and he’s the most excellent 
person we’ve hired,” I^ewallen said. 
“The fifth day after he came here he 
was performing his job at 95 per cent of 
the standard working rate. The 
‘average’ person should be able to 
achieve IOO per cent. 


“Do you want to know what Mike’s 
performance is now? It’s 104 to 107 per 
cent. He’s inspired everybody in this 
place to increase his own efficiency, 
too.”

He 
says 
the 
exuberance he shows at work “isn’t 
that much — but it is nice to hear the 
compliments. It’s just as easy to smile 
as it is to be grouchy.”

DETROIT (AP) - Today starts the 
first auto sales week in more than a 
month without widespread cash rebate 
plans in effect. 
Three car makers are hoping some 
price trimming will carry their rebate 
sales momentum into March. But 
Chrysler Corp. is keeping a rebate plan 
in effect, banking that it will lure 
buyers to its showrooms. 
General Motors, American Motors 
and Ford, which ended rebate plans on 
Friday, are offering some stripped 
down models with lower price tags in 
place of the rebates which had ranged 
up to $6 00. 
Chrysler, meanwhile, says it will 
pay a $200 cash rebate to buyers of left 
over 19 74 models and to buyers of 1975 
Plymouth Duster and Dodge Dart 
custom sport coupe models. 
R. K. Brown, Chrysler Sales vice 
president, said his company will be 
flexible 
on 
possible 
future 
modifications of the new rebates, 
which are slated to end March 22. 
None of the automakers will say 
exactly what impact the rebate plans 
over the past seven weeks have had in 
depleting their record 1.7 million car 
inventory'. But auto industry analysts 
say the rebates moved about 100,000 
cars that might otherwise be still 
sitting in storage lots. 
New car sales have picked up since 
the rebates started in late January, 
with some dealers 
saying 
that 
although the idea brought customers 
into their showrooms, the buyers often 
went for a non-rebated model instead.

“ She w ears an electronic dev ice 
called a transp onder that fits on a neck 
collar,” the rep ort said. “ The tran ­ 
sp onder, which serv es as a kind of 
credit card, activ ates a feed disp enser 
when the cow sticks her head into a 
feed trough.” 
The transp onders are coded elec­ 
tronically to identify each cow and how 
much feed she gets. The feed is 
disp ensed slowly and stop s when a 
m emory bank in the dev ice signals 
that the cow has had enough. 
As p art of the p roject, the scientists 
also are study ing the soc ial behav ior of 
cows which use the electronic feeding 
sy stem to see if they m ight be coax ed 
into eating faster and not to dawdle so 
much. 
“ Presently , the researchers know 
that feed ingestion rates are affected 
by the shap e of the feed bowl and the 
feed’s m oisture content and tex ture,” 
the rep ort said. “ Dawdling tim e de­ 
p ends up on such conditions as the 
cow’s p lace in the bov ine p ecking 
order, com fort of the stall and the 
weather outside of the stall.”

CH ARLESTO N , W.Va. (AP) - 
Differing House and Senate versions of 
a bill to abolish the Public Service 
Commission’s controversial fuel ad­ 
justment clause appear headed for a 
conference committee as the legis­ 
lature moves into the final week of its 
60-day session. 


The Senate took a Housepassed bill 
to require full-scale PSC hearings on 
any added fuel costs Saturday and 
inserted into it its own version. The 
Senate version would abolish the fuel 
adjustment clause through July I, 
1976, and mandate legislative and PSC 
studies of it in the interim. 


Sen. Alan Susman, D-Raleigh, an­ 
ticipating that the House would reject 
the Senate changes to the bill, said he 
hoped a conference committee could 
rewrite the legislation to incorporate 
the best features of both bills. 


The Senate was scheduled to con­ 
vene at 2 p.m. and take up again a 
proposed tax hike on coal that would 
provide $7 million to aid the state’s 
counties. 
The bill was at passage stage 
Saturday, but before a final vote could 
be taken about 2:30 a.m. Sunday 
several senators walked out of the 
chamber, leaving the Senate without a 
quorum. 
It is similar to a measure that was 
rejected in the House on a slim 48-47 
vote Friday. 
The 17 senators who remained in the 
Senate — one short of a quorum — 
were angered by the tactic used to halt 
debate on the bill and delay the vote 
until today. 
At first an attempt was made to 
force the sergeant at arms to round up 
those who had walked out. Many were 
believed to have locked themselves in 
the senate president’s office. The in­ 
cident was embarassing to President 
William T. Brotherton, D-Kanawha, 
who had to contend with tempers on 
both sides of the aisle.

Hoosiers’ unbeaten streak to 31 games. 
Indiana, led by Steve Green’s 29 
points, now is 17-0 in the Big Ten. The 
Hoosiers already have won that title. 
Ohio State, with I^rry Bolden hitting 
22 points and Bill Andreas 20, fell to 8-9 
in the conference and 14-13 overall. 
Cincinnati continued tow ard an 


NCAA tournament berth, bagging its 
14th straight victory in a 2(L5. The 
Bearcats bombed De Paul 96-88 behind 
Steve Collier’s 23 points. 
Adrian Dantley fired in 33 points, 
leading No. 16 ranked Notre Dame 
past Dayton 102-69. The defeat left 
Dayton with an 11-14 record, assuring 
the Flyers of their first losing record in 
27 seasons.

NEW YORK (AP) - On 
Jan. 6, NBC’s “ Another 
World” soap opera went from 
a half-hour to an hour in 
length. Come April 21, the 
netw ork’s “ Days of Our 
Lives” will do the same thing. 
Why? 
“Because I think the hour 
form is the coming form for 
daytime dram a,” says Lin 
Bolen, NBC’s vice president 
for daytime programs. “ It 
also allows us to do a better 
show creatively.” 
Does this mean all NBC 
soapers eventually will each 
run an hour? 
“There’s a good chance of 
this happening,” she said, 
adding that audience studies 
NBC ran after “ Another 
World” added another 
30 
minutes showed the program 
had far higher ratings than 
before. 
“We also found that the 
women felt it was a better 
program, that the stories 
move faster, that it’s more 
involved and that the scenes 
play 
b e tte r,” 
she 
said. 
“Which is true, because we 
now have 12-minute scenes in 
the show as opposed to three- 
and four-minute scenes.” 
NBC now has five soap 
operas and six game shows on 
the air. But one half-hour 
soaper, “How to Survive a 
M arriage,” is being divorced 
from the network’s schedule 
to make room for the new 
“Days.” 
Does NBC plan to drop a 
game show or two to make 
room for lengthening the re­ 


maining soap operas? 
“ Well, if we keep ex­ 
panding we’re going to have 
to do something, aren’t we?” 
Miss Bolen asked, somewhat 
mysteriously. 
She was asked when a third 
hour-long soap opera will be 
on NBC. 
A CBS spokesman says his 
netw ork 
has 
discussed 
making either “The Young 
and the Restless” or “As the 
World Turns” into hour-long 
soapers. But no decision has 
been made, pending closer 
scrutiny of what success NBC 
will have with its pair of 60- 
minute sagas. 
Miss Bolen was asked about 
the possibility of starting an 
hour-long game show, just to 
give devotees of that form 
equal time. 
“ I don’t really think you 
could sustain the 
gam e 
drama for an hour,” she said. 
“But you never know.”

Americans 
Fear Loss 
Of Jobs 


PRINCETON, N.J. (A P) - Fifteen 
percent of the American work force 
fear they will be fired or laid off in the 
next 12 months, but an overwhelming 
majority believe their jobs are secure, 
the latest Gallup Poll reported. 


Of 1,541 adult American workers 
surveyed, 5 per cent said it was “ very 
likely” they would be unemployed 
during the next year and IO per cent 
said it was “ fairly likely” they would 
lose their jobs. 
However, 54 per cent said it was “ not 
at all likely” and 27 per cent said it was 
“ not too likely” that they would 
become unemployed. Four per cent 
said they had no opinion. 


The poll showed that nearly twice as 
many parttime workers were insecure 
about their jobs as were fulltime 
employes. 
The poll showed that insecurity 
about jobs paralleled figures of the 
U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
Population groups with high unem­ 
ployment rates — nonwhites and lower 
income groups — were least optimistic 
about staying employed for the next 
year. 


Skilled and unskilled blue collar 
workers were most fearful of losing 
their jobs, with twice as many non­ 
whites as whites saying it was “ very 
likely” they would be unemployed. 
Regionally, the greatest job in­ 
security was found in the East and 
Midwest and the greatest security was 
found in the South.
